Umesh Assarni, engineer in charge of 
waste waters in the Palm Beach County 
Health Department's Division of Environ- 
mental Engineering, said Monday the city's 


- treatment plant had been inspected two 


weeks ago and he was recommending the 
Florida Department of Environmental Regu- 
lation issue a permanent operating permit. 

Assarni also said he is recommending the 
state DER also grant the city's request for 
the equivalent of 200 residential connec- 
tions. > 

He went on to say that since the County 
Health Department acts as an agent of the 
DER, the recommendation will almost 
certainly be granted. He expected to hear 
from the state in two to three weeits. 

“Ме inspected their (Belle Glade's) plant 
a couple of weeks ago,’ ` Assarni said, ‘‘and 
they looked much better than they ever have 
before. The treatment has definitely 
improved. 

**Belle Glade had requested a temporary 
operating permit along with the request for 
another 200 connections,” he said, ''and 
since we found they were more than meeting 
the state’s standards of 90 per cent 
treatment, I went ahead and recommended 
a,permanent: permit.'' 

Аз a courtesy, Assarni said when he wrote 
the recommendation, he telephoned Belle 
Glade Sewage Treatment Plant Director Ed 
Balmer and told him what he intended to do. 

Balmer phoned the good news to City 
Manager Robert Sanders Thursday and 
Sanders told the City Commissioners Friday 
evening at a budget workshop, session. 

*"That's the biggest good news we've had 


f 


for years," Commissioner Tom Altman said. 
"We were just about out of ERCs 
(Equivalent Residential Connections) and 
we needed more real bad. This should really 
start the building business booming.'" 


The city's treatment plant was under fire 
for some time by the Health Department 
because the plant was overloaded with 
ground water being infiltrated through 
broken lines in the city’s aging collection 
system. 

Through several phases of new construc- 
tion and modifications, and a more recent 
program the Water and Sewer Department 
has been conducting to find leaks with a 
television camera purchased several months 
ago and make repairs, the plant has 
gradually caught up. 

The permanent premit, however, if it is 
issued according to-Assarni's recommenda- 
tion, won't be without conditions. Assarni 
said there may still be enough infiltration of 
ground water during the rainy season to 
overload the plant. 

As contractors in the city are aware, the 
infiltration is directly related to the 
moratorium on new connections, except for 
200 hardship ERCs issued the city by the 
Health Department two years ago and which 
have been carefully husbanded by the city 
commission, at one, time slowed building 
almost to a halt. 1 

Only since the commissioners began 
releasing ERCs for commercial building a 
few months ago has a building boom begun 
which saw. an increase of more than a-million 
dollars in building permits for this year as 
compared to last year. 

If that program ultimately proves success- 
ful,and an unconditional permanent opera- 
ting permit issued by the state, there is 
general agreement among both city officials 
and local builders that a building boom will 
probably begin in earnest. 


Tax cut, water increased by city fathers 


BELLE GLADE-City Commis- 
sioners decided in a marathon 
session Friday and Saturday to hit 
city water users for a two-step 
rate hike but more than made up 
for it with a roll-back on property 
taxes as they hammered a $5.24 
million budget for next year. 
The commissioners took a series 
of history-making steps in the 
budget session'as they met Friday 
night and all day Saturday, 


winding up the session at 9 p.m. 
At that, they finished well ahead 
of the scheduled time of noon 
Sunday and hacked weeks off the 
normal budget preparation time. 
~ Ad valorem taxes were reduced 
to 8.85 mills, the first time 
taxpayers have paid less than ten 
mills since that cap was made 
mandatory several years ago by 
the state legislature. 

The millage reduction means 


the city will receive the same 
amount of revenue from property 
taxes as it did last year. Had the 
commission decided to maintain 
the tax at ten mills, another 
$82,069 would have been added to 
the city's budget. 

Figuring an average assessment. 
of $30,000 for homes in Belle 
Glade, Commissioner Tom Altman 
said the average homeowner will 
save $30 this year compared to

Bouquets for the budget 


When the Belle Glade City Commission wound up a mara- 
thon budget session at 9 p.m. Saturday, the members had 
every right to feel some satisfaction with the speed they'd 
gone through the work, the manner in which it was presented 
by city staff and the final product. 

Budget. sessions aren't known for being exciting and inter- 
esting. On the cont:ary, they're more apt to be long, 
tiresome, mind sapping and more than a little boring. 

But no single event during the year is more important to the 
city; its employes and the people who live there. That's when 
decisions are made which affect every pockétbook in town and 
what quality and quantity of services will be provided for the 
residents. 

„And preparation of the budget is obviously where City 
Mafager Robert Sanders shines. Beginning back on April 15, 
Sanders and Finance Director Frank Anderson and their 
staffs have been working on the 1977-78 budget and that. рог 
paid off Friday night and Saturday. ie 

There was no question that this was the best prepared 
budget the Belle Glade Commission has ever had to review 
and approve...at least in the memories of any of the current 
commissioners and' that ease was the result oi careful 
planning and preparation. 

Besides the preparation and the shorter but more concen- 
trated effort by the commissioners, two other improvements 
were the inclusion of each division and department head in 
the discussion of his or her budget and a permanent record of 
the proceedings by City Clerk June Bgglioli. Both were new 
this year. 

Including the department heads in the discussions brought 
city taxpayers, among other things, the services of three new 
walking police officers, the services of two-man crews instead 
of individuals on the city's new rescue truck, what should be a 
big savings in city funds by the hiring of someone to do pre- 
ventive maintenance on city vehicles and a more pleasant at- 
mosphere by the employment of someone to wash out dump- 
Sters on a regular basis. ’ 

And if there are any arguments about what was decided on 
those or any other issues, Mrs. Boglioli has a record. 

City employes should be pleased with the extended life in- 
surance coverage they'll be receiving as fringe benefits and 
taxpayers should be happy with the low cost. 

Taxpayers shouldn't be too unhappy, either, about the re- 
duction in the taxes they'll be coughing up to pay for the extra 
services. For the first time in several years. local property 


for the.entire: city. 


taxes dropped below ten mills as the commission tightened 
the city belt with an 8.85 mill assessment. 

Finance Director Frank Anderson said a search of records 
back to 1968 shows the city has taxed residents as high as 13 
mills and this is the lowest assessment in that time. 

One ofthe tougher decisions to make, especially since three 
of the five commissioners are running for re-election right 
now, was the two-step increase in water and sewer rates but 
an increase of some kind was mandated by the fact the city’s 
Water and Sewer Fund is-the only one losing money. 

The fact the commissioners were able to come to a compro- 
mise between the 50 percent increase requested by the city 
manager and a 12 percent increase which must have appeared 
tempting to those running for re-election was indicative of the 
cooperative spirit of the session. 

It was a good session; hard and enervating but productive

Our sugar industry must comply with 
strict environmental control regulations in 

- the harvesting and manufacturing of sugar 
while the remainder of the world sugar pro- 
ducers operate without restrictions.

The Carter plan (proposed for one year) 
would assure sugar growers the 13.5 cents" 
per pound, but industry spokesmen and 
professional surveys place the production 
cost at 14.5 cents per pound.

“Theoretically ,” Beal said, “we'd 
be able to trace anyone's lineage 
all the way back to Adam, 
whether they were members of 
our church or not.”

Build a solar water 


Save 


GAINESVILLE—If you cant 
afford the high initial cost of 
adding a solar water heating 
system to your home, consider 
building your own. 

Commercially-built solar water 
heating systems may cost as much 
as $1,500, but a University of 
Florida (UF) agricultural engineer 
says the average "handyman" can 
build and install one for $300 or 
less. 

In Florida. water heating is the 
largest single energy consumer in 
the home, accounting for about 30 
percent of residential energy, use. 
A typical family of four pays about 


*$240 annually to heat water. A 


properly designed solar unit with 
a backup heat source could save 
up to: 80 percent of this annual 
heating cost, more than paying for 
itself in just a few years. explains 
Dr. C. Direlle Baird, associate 
professor with the UF's Institute 
of Food and Agricultural Sciences 
(IFAS). 

Baird, who has designed many 
solar energy heating units for 
greenhouses and other farm 
structures, points out that the 
success of a solar water heating 
system in energy conservation 
and hot water delivery depends 
largely on usage- patterns.

“Of course, the greatest energy 
savings can be achieved by using a 
solar water heating system 
without any type of backup heat 
source. This type of system will 
save 100 percent on water heating 
costs, but you must willing to use 
warm or cool water. on overcast 
days," Baird says. 

A solar water heating system 
has three. basic components—t! 
solar heat collector, the hot wayer 
storage tank, and the circulation 
system. Flat plate collectors, 
which act as the heating element; 
are the most practical for home 
use. They include: metal tubing 
connected to a metal sheet, both 
painted black to absorb-heat; an 
insulated, weather-resistant box 
to retain heat; and a transparent 
cover of glass or plastic. 

“Except for possible breakage, 
glass is preferred over plastic 
because glass permits the sun's 
radiant energy to enter the 
collector, but does not directly 
transmit heat coming off the 
absorber plate. Plastic, on the 
other hand, transmits both 
incoming and outgoing energy, 
letting more collected ` heat 
escape,” Baird says. 

One three-by-eight foot solar 
collector will heat ‘approximately 
40 gallons of water daily, which 
should be sufficient ‘for {жо 
persons. Two of these 24-square 
foot collectors will provide enough 
hot water for a family of four. 

Baird says the solar collector 
must be mounted in a sunny 
location, preferably facing south.

the latitude at your particular 
location,'plus 10 degrees.

foot patrols. 

Extra funds were budgeted to 
allow for two Emergency Medical 
Technicians on duty at all times. 
Sanders told the commissioners he 
hadn't included the extra two men 
on the budget because he wasn't 
aware of the need until last 
Wednesday night. 

He and Fire Chief A.E. "Pete" 
Webb told the commissioners the 
EMTs would be considerably more 
successful on emergency runs 
when ihey operated in teams of 
two rather than individually. 
"One man cant perform CPR 
(Cardiovascular Pulmonary Resus 
citation) by himself," Webb said. 

City employees received a 3 
percent salary increase but 
possibly more important, their 
city-paid life insurance policies’ 
benefits will be increased from 
$5,000 to $10,000 for employees 
earning less than $10,000; $15,000 
for employees earnihg between 
$10,000 and $15,000 annually and 
to $20,000 for all others. 

Sanders said the additional 


88,472 cost to the city will be well 
worth it for the benefits to 
the employees and what it will do 
to keep employees with the city. 

The commission decided to buy 
25 new and 10 rebuilt golf carts to 
be used or: the city's golf course. 
In the past, the city has leased the 
carts and the commissioners felt 
ownership will prove less 
expensive.

The review took place over two 
consecutive days where the 
commissioners have traditionally 
met approximately three nights a 
week for periods reaching five 
weeks, cutting their total work 
time to as little as a fifth of the 
time they have spent in the past.

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City, schools 
resolve row 


BELLE GLADE-An argument 
over the possible overlapping of 
two recreational programs, both 
funded by the city, was 
apparently resolved Monday 
morning during a meeting 
between city officials and Palm 
gBeach County Community Schools 
Staffers. 

“The dispute, which surfaced 
Friday night during a city budget 
session, involved charges by 
Commissioner William Grear that 
Community School employees’ 
jobs at Lake Shore Middle School 
gym were being paid to coordinate 

activities actually being handled 
by city recreation employees. 

The problem started on June 13 
when the city commission decided 
not to fund the community school 
projects, at the request of director 
LeHarve Young, until after city 
budget sessions. 

Then on June 27, the 
commission yielded to demands by 
a large crowd, represented by 
Community Schools employees 
Dan Bythwood, Eddie Rhodes and 
Ronald Cook, to provide at least 
two recreational programs, a 
softball’ field béhind the Lake 
Shore Civic Center and keeping 
the gymnasium open after city 
workers apparently went home at 
4 p.m. 

Bythwood, Rhodes and Cook 
gaid there was nothing for area 
Youngsters to do after dark, when 
they said the crime rate for 
juveniles peaked.

I believe the main agricultural 
staple of sugar will gradually shift 
as the price perpound stays down, 
as President Carter woos Castro's 
Cuba ‘and starts trade with it.

That will change within the next 
decade. 

Now, mind you, I don't enthusi- 
astically endorse this change. I'm 
just saying I've heard some things 
about it. 

Now that the building boom 
(relatively speaking looking over 
the past several years) has started, 
it won't stop. New homes, 
duplexes and triplexes, as well as 
two-story apartment buildings will 
continue to eat up the cane fields to 
the edge of the city limits. 

The population of Pahokee, per 
se, willstay about the same, while 
Belle Glade will break the 20,000 
mark in 1980.
